To  THE  Bourne  Rural  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Seventh  Annual  Report  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Bourne  Rural  District. 

I am  somewhat  disappointed  not  to  be  able  to  congratulate 
you  on  the  extent  of  your  Sanitary  improvements  during  the  past 
year.  Several  important  Schemes  were  under  consideration  at 
the  beginning  of  1913,  and  I certainly  hoped  they  would  have 
been  completed  in  the  course  of  the  year,  but  the  Council  moves 
slowly,  and  time  flies.  As  a Sanitary  Authority  we  are  too  timid — 
too  much  afraid  of  exercising  the  powers  entrusted  to  us  by 
legislation  to  enforce  Schemes  on  unwilling  Parishes.  It  is  quite 
otherwise  where  private  property  is  concerned — there  is  little 
disposition  to  hinder  the  constant  endeavours  of  your  Officers  to 
remedy  the  Sanitary  defects  of  the  cottage  property  of  the  District. 

A.  Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

The  Bourne  Rural  District  may  be  divided  into  an  Eastern 
and  a Western  Portion — the  former  flat  and  fertile,  and  the  latter 
more  elevated  and  less  fertile,  but  well  wooded. 

With  the  exception  of  those  employed  at  the  Little  Bytham 
Brickworks,  and  the  Great  Northern  and  Midland  Railways,  the 
population  is  an  agricultural  one. 

The  amount  of  Outdoor  Poor  Law  Relief  for  the  year  ending 
30th  September,  1913,  was  £1697  is.  6d.  The  rateable  value  of 
the  whole  District  in  Land  is  £68,y88.  The  rateable  value  of  the 
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whole  District  in  Buildings  is  £53,919.  The  total  assessable  value 
is  £88,320. 

There  is  no  Hospital  in  the  Bourne  Rural  District,  but 
those  in  need  of  gratuitous  medical  relief  have  recourse  either  to 
the  Infirmaries  at  Stamford  and  Peterborough,  or  to  the  Bourne 
Union  Workhouse.  A few  special  cases  are  sent  to  the  London 
Hospitals  through  the  generosity  of  the  chief  landowners. 

B.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

With  a natural  water  supply  of  the  very  best,  one  would 
expect  every  village  to  have  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water. 
This  is  not  the  case,  however,  as  Baston,  Castle  Bytham,  and 
Deeping  St.  James  have  very  inadequate  supplies  of  good  drinking 
water.  Schemes  for  each  of  these  villages  have  been  discussed, 
but  the  work  has  never  been  put  in  hand.  In  each  case  the  only 
objection  raised,  worth  consideration,  has  been  -the  cost  to  the 
ratepayers,  but,  in  my  opinion,  this  ought  to  be  faced,  as  the  benefit 
to  the  community  would  far  outweigh  the  financial  burden  imposed. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

After  several  years  discussion  the  pollution  of  the  River 
Glen,  at  Corby,  has  at  last  been  remedied  by  laying  500  yards  of 
6 inch  sanitary  pipes  from  the  outlet  of  the  old  sewer  to  a point 
of  the  river  Glen  some  distance  beyond  Glen  Cottages,  where  the 
pollution  can  do  little  harm. 

The  River  Welland  at  Market  Deeping  and  Deeping  St. 
James  is  still  polluted  by  the  sewage  of  these  villages. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

The  drainage,  sewerage,  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  various 
Parishes  are  subjects  which  will  have  to  engage  more  and  more  of 
your  attention  in  the  near  future.  I am  pleased  to  say,  however, 
this  subject  has  not  been  neglected  during  the  past  year,  as,  in 
in  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  500  yards  extension  of  sewer 
at  Corby,  you  have  laid  276  yards  of  6 inch  sanitary  pipes  at 
Pointon,  and  have  sanctioned  the  extension  of  the  outfall  for  a 
distance  of  30  yards  to  get  rid  of  a nuisance  ; at  Aslackby,  70  yards 
of  12  inch  sanitary  pipes  have  been  laid  ; at  Scottlethorpe,  495 
yards — partly  of  12  inch  and  partly  of  9 inch  pipes — have  been  laid  ; 
at  Carlby,  127  yards  of  4 inch  sanitary  drain  from  the  Council 
houses  have  been  constructed,  and  the  sewer  outfall  has  been 
extended  by  120  yards  of  12  inch  pipes. 

Serious  nuisances  are  still  being  caused  by  the  condition 
of  the  sewers  and  sewer  outfalls  at  Thurlby,  Langtoft,  Horsegate 
(Deeping  St.  James),  and  Billingborough. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Much  discussion  has  taken  place  during  the  past  year  as 
to  the  relative  advantages  of  pan-closets,  privy-ashpits,  and  the 
old  midden-privies.  It  would  almost  seem  as  if  some  members 
of  your  Council  cast  longing  eyes  after  the  fast-disappearing 
midden-privy,  with  its  deep  vault  allowing  the  liquid  sewage  to 
filter  away  into  the  nearest  well,  or  under  the  floor  of  the  pantry, 
or  in  fact,  anywhere,  so  long  it  as  is  out  of  sight.  The  mere 
mention  of  these  dangers  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  put  the  old 
midden-privy  out  of  court.  The  question  of  pan-closets  versus 
privy-ashpits  should  be  answered  according  as  your  Council  decides 
to  provide  for  the  periodical  removal  of  house  refuse  and  contents 
of  closets  or  not. 

If  this  important  matter  is  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  of 
the  occupier,  then  I am  all  in  favour  of  a privy-ashpit ; but  I 
have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  pan-closet  is  the  more  hygienic 
of  the  two,  if  the  Council  will  provide  for  the  weekly  removal  of 
the  contents,  as  they  ought  to  do,  in  every  case  where  the  occupier 
cannot  be  relied  upon  to  do  this  for  himself.  From  the  tables 
given  in  your  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  you  will  see  that  3 old 
midden-privies  have  been  repaired,  2 old  midden-privies  have  been 
converted  into  water-closets,  75  midden-privies  have  been  converted 
into  pan-closets,  and  that  2 new  privy-asphits  and  40  new  pan- 
closets have  been  constructed — no  mean  achievement  in  this 
department. 

SCAVENGING. 

In  May  of  last  year  your  Council  took  in  hand  the  house- 
to-house  collection  of  privy  contents  and  house  refuse  in  Billing- 
borough.  This  is  a step  in  the  right  direction. 

In  the  case  of  Market  Deeping  and  Deeping  St.  James  a 
similar  scheme  was  proposed,  but  the  cost  seemed  to  frighten  the 
Council,  and  a periodical  collection  of  house  refuse  only  was  sub- 
stituted for  the  larger  scheme.  This  half  measure  will,  I hope, 
soon  be  superseded  by  the  systematic  Scavenging  of  aU  pan-closets 
and  privies,  as  well  as  house  refuse. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT. 

The  house-to-house  inspection  of  the  District  has  been 
energetically  carried  out  by  your  Inspector,  and  whenever  serious 
sanitary  defects  have  been  found  I have  subsequently  visited  the 
houses  and  reported  on  them.  The  following  tabular  statement 
shows  the  work  done  in  this  department  : —

The  usual  defects  found  were  defective  roofs  and  floors,  damp 
walls,  pantries  with  neither  light  nor  ventilation,  bedrooms  with 
insufficient  light  and  ventilation  ; in  addition  to  damp  walls  and 
defective  flooring,  defective  spouting,  paving,  and  drains,  insanitary 
privies,  and  polluted  wells. 

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE  CON- 
TROLLED BY  BYE-LAWS  OR  REGULATIONS. 

There  is  one  lodging  house  in  Deeping  St.  Janies,  which 
is  regularly  inspected  and  always  found  clean  and  suitable  for  the 
purpose. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  schools  at  Haconby,  Morton,  Thurlby,  and  Baston 
were  closed  for  several  weeks  in  1913,  owing  to  epidemics  of  measles  * 
the  schools  at  Careby  and  Castle  Bytham  were  closed  for  Whooping 
Cough;  those  at  Swayfield  and  Deeping  St.  James  for  Diphtheria; 
and  the  Deeping  Green  school  for  Influenza. 

The  schools  are  usually  closed  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  School  Medical  Officer,  but  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
always  informed  of  what  has  been  done.  When  a school  is  closed, 
owing  to  an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease,  it  is  disinfected  by  your 
Inspector. 

Where  cases  of  infectious  disease  amongst  school  children 
are  notified,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  visits  the  school  to 
warn  the  School  Master,  and  to  find  out  number  of  absentees,  and 
generally  to  make  enquiries  with  a view  to  trace  origin  of  infection, 
and,  if  possible,  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease.  In  times  of 
epidemic  infectious  disease  it  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  advisable 
if  School  Masters  were  instructed  by  the  Education  Authority  to 
refuse  admission  to  all  children  who  have  been  absent  more  than 
2 days  from  school,  unless  they  brought  a Medical  Certificate 
stating  that  they  may  safely  be  admitted  into  School.  The 
Education  Authority  should  pay  for  these  Certificates,  but  in 
many  instances  they  would  be  the  means  of  checking  an  epidemic. 
I am  convinced  that  many  epidemics  are  kept  up  by  the  presence 
in  school  of  children  who  have  been  absent  a few  days,  owing  to 
a mild  attack  of  some  infectious  disease  for  which  no  medical 
treatment  has  ever  been  sought.  I might  say,  the  milder  the  case 
the  greater  is  the  chance  of  infection  being  spread  in  this  way. 
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A plentiful  supply  of  drinking  water  has  been  laid  on  to 
Swayfield  school  during  1913,  but  the  schools  at  Thurlby  and 
Deeping  St.  James  have  no  water  supply  on  the  premises. 

Thurlby  school  is  in  need  of  new  pan-closets,  urinal  and 
drainage,  and  ashpits  ought  to  be  covered  in. 

Aslackby  school  has  been  recommended  to  adopt  pan- 
closets, and  to  have  a new  urinal  and  covered  ashpit,  and  its  yard 
paved. 

Castle  Bytham  school  would  be  the  better  by  the  substi- 
tution of  pan-closets  for  privies,  and  new  drainage. 

At  Deeping  St.  James’  schools  the  closet  accommodation 
is  being  reconstructed — pans  being  substituted  for  the  old  privies, 
which  were  found  at  times  very  insanitary. 

Medical  inspection  of  the  school  children  takes  place  at 
regular  intervals,  and  defects  discovered  are  pointed  out  to  the 
parents  with  a view  to  proper  treatment  being  obtained. 

FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. — I am  pleased  to  say  a decided  improve- 
ment in  the  condition  of  the  cowsheds  of  this  District  has  taken 
place  during  the  past  year.  Three  new  cowsheds  have  been  built, 
and  II  old  cowsheds  have  been  reconstructed  in  accordance  with 
modem  ideas  of  light,  ventilation,  drainage,  and  other  aids  to 
cleanliness.  This  is  good  so  far  as  it  goes,  but  a great  deal  more 
has  to  be  done  before  we  can  be  proud  of  our  cowsheds.  The 
surroundings  of  the  cowsheds  are  in  many  cases  most  objectionable 
— great  heaps  of  manure  being  allowed  to  remain  in  close  proximity 
to  the  cowsheds.  Moreover,  the  cows  are  not  kept  clean,  nor  are 
the  hands  of  the  milkers  as  clean  as  they  should  be. 

Systematic  inspection  of  the  cows  by  Veterinary  Surgeons 
should  be  adopted,  and  all  doubtful  cases  tested  by  Tubercuhn 
if  we  desire  to  get  rid  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis,  with  its  attendant 
loss  to  farmers  and  dangers  to  our  children,  whose  food  consists, 
or  ought  to  consist,  largely  of  milk. 

The  Government  of  this  country  has  at  last  shown  the 
importance  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis  in  its  estimation  and  its  desire 
to  reduce  the  amount  of  this  disease  by  issuing  in  February,  1913, 
“ The  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1913.”  This  order  came  into  opera- 
tion last  May,  and  provides  for  the  compulsory  notification  to  the 
local  authority  by  the  owner  of,  and  the  Veterinary  Surgeon 
employed  to  examine,  (i)  any  cow  which  is,  or  appears  to  be, 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Udder,  Indurated  Udder,  or 
other  Chronic  Disease  of  the  Udder  ; or  (2)  any  bovine  animal 
which  is,  or  appears  to  be,  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  with  emacia- 
tion. Where  the  local  authority  are  satisfied  by  the  report  of  the 
Veterinary  Inspector  that  a cow  is  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of 
the  Udder,  or  giving  Tuberculous  milk,  or  that  a bovine  animal  is 
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suffering  from  Tuberculosis  with  emaciation,  they  have  to  order 
the  immediate  slaughter  of  the  animal,  and  pay  to  the  owner  of  the 
animal  a sum  equal  to  three-fourths  of  the  value  of  the  animal 
when  the  animal  is  shown  by  Veterinary  Certificate  to  be  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis  (not  being  advanced  Tuberculosis),  or  a sum  equal 
to  one-fourth  of  the  value  of  the  animal  where  the  animal  is  shown 
to  be  suffering  from  advanced  Tuberculosis.  The  object  of  this 
order  is  to  secure  the  destruction  of  all  milk  cows  with  Tuberculosis 
of  the  Udder  and  of  all  cases  of  advanced  Bovine  Tuberculosis, 
so  as  to  eliminate,  as  far  as  possible,  the  danger  of  Bovine 
Tuberculosis  being  conveyed  to  human  beings,  either  by  the  milk 
or  flesh  of  Tuberculous  cattle. 

(b)  Other  Foods. — In  the  course  of  his  inspections,  your 
Inspector  found  unsound  meat  on  several  occasions.  On  one 
occasion  a Tuberculous  carcase,  weighing  40  stones,  was  found, 
condemned,  and  destroyed.  About  30  stones  of  putrid  mutton 
have  been  condemned  and  destroyed  during  the  past  year. 

The  Bakehouses  of  the  District  are  mostly  in  good  con- 
dition, and  generally  found  clean. 

The  Slaughter-houses  are  regularly  inspected  and  usually 
found  reasonably  clean. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

No  proceedings  under  this  Act  have  been  taken  during  the 
past  year. 


HOUSING. 

As  in  the  two  previous  years,  great  attention  has  been  paid 
by  your  Council  to  the  provision  of  suitable  houses  for  the  working 
classes.  The  following  houses  have  been  built  by  the  Council  in 
1913,  viz.  : 8 in  Thurlby,  8 in  Little  Bytham,  6 in  Deeping  St. 
James,  4 in  Market  Deeping,  and  4 in  Carlby.  In  course  of 
construction  the  Council  have  4 in  Haconby,  4 in  Creeton,  4 in 
Castle  Bytham,  4 in  Aslackby,  2 in  Kirkby  Underwood. 

In  addition  to  the  above  houses  built  by  the  District 
Council,  the  following  houses  have  been  erected  by  private  owners, 
viz.  : 2 in  Thurlby,  i in  Manthorpe,  i in  Morton  Fen,  i in  Folk- 
ingham,  i in  Billingborough. 

Houses  have  been  demolished  in  the  following  parishes, 
viz.  ; Deeping  St.  James,  i ; Laughton,  2 ; Folkingjham,  i ; 
Billingborough,  9. 

Cases  of  overcrowding  still  occur  too  frequently,  but  they  are 
being  dealt  with  as  they  arise. 

All  new  houses  have  to  be  erected  in  accordance  with  your 
building  Bye-laws,  and  plans  have  to  be  submitted  to  your  Buildings 
and  Bye-laws  Committee.  It  is  the  duty  of  your  Surveyor  to 
see  that  these  approved  plans  are  carried  out.

C. — Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

1.  — Staff.  There  is  only  one  Sanitary  Inspector  for  35 
Parishes,  with  a population  of  13,500  scattered  over  an  area  of 
78,573  acres.  If  your  Inspector  were  not  exceptionally  energetic, 
he  would  have  great  difficulty  in  attending  to  his  various  duties. 
A reference  to  his  report,  which  is  appended,  will  convince  the 
most  sceptical  that  his  post  is  no  sinecure. 

WE  HAVE  NO  HEALTH  VISITORS. 

2.  — Hospital  Accommodation  available  for  Infectious 
Diseases  — At  present  we  send  our  Infectious  cases  to  Stamford 
Hospital — having  in  1913  sent  15  cases  of  Diphtheria,  5 cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  i case  of  Enteric  Fever.  This  arrangement 
will  probably  cease  at  the  end  of  this  year,  as  the  Bourne  Rural 
District  Council  has  bought  a site  of  4 acres  on  which  it  proposes 
to  erect  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  its  Infectious 
diseases,  more  particularly  for  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and 
Enteric  Fever.  In  addition  to  this  Isolation  Hospital  proper, 
your  Council  is  anxious  to  erect  a pavilion,  consisting  of  2 wards, 
and  a nurse’s  observation  room,  for  cases  of  advanced  Tuberculosis. 
Plans  have  been  submitted  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  and 
an  enquiry  has  been  held,  and  a Loan  has  been  applied  for,  but  full 
official  approval  has  not  yet  been  received.  Before  sanctioning 
the  loan  for  the  Tuberculous  pavilion  the  Local  Government  Board 
consider  the  District  Council  ought  to  have  a definite  agreement 
with  the  Kesteven  County  Council,  whereby  the  latter  promises 
to  incorporate  our  Tuberculous  pavilion  in  their  larger  scheme. 
The  County  Council  has  agreed  to  pay  for  all  patients  sent  to  our 
pav^ilion,  but  the  Bourne  Rural  District  Council  think  they  should 
also  bear  a portion  of  the  cost  of  its  construction.  This  hitch 
will  probably  be  removed  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  County 
Council. 

3.  — Administration  of  Local  Acts  or  General  Adoptive 
Acts.  Neither  the  Midwives’  Act,  1902,  nor  the  Notification  of 
Births’  Act,  1907,  have  been  adopted  by  your  Council.  There  are 
no  midwives  in  this  district,  and  practically  Ull  the  births  are 
attended  by  Medical  men,  so  that  there  does  not  appear  to  be 
any  necessity  for  adopting  these  Acts. 

4.  — Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work.  Samples  of 
water  from  wells  in  Aslackby,  Dowsby,  Haconby,  and  Horbling, 
and  from  a bore  in  Sempringham  were  analysed  by  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  The  bore  water  was  good,  the  water  from  the 
Haconby  wells  was  fairly  good,  whereas  the  samples  from  Aslackby, 
Dowsby,  and  Horbling  were  distinctly  bad. 

Swabs  from  cases  of  suspected  Diphtheria,  and  Sputa 
from  cases  of  Tuberculosis  have  been  frequently  sent  to  the  Clinical 
Research  Association  for  bacteriological  examination. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Table  I gives  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  whole  Bourne  Rural 
District  for  1913  and  the  five  previous  years 

The  number  of  births  in  1913  was  330,  being  34  more  than 
in  1912.  This  gives  a birth  rate  of  24.3,  as  compared  with  21.9 
for  1912. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  1913  was  186,  being  5 more  than 
in  1912.  The  death  rate  is  therefore  13.7,  a trifle  higher  than 
last  year’s  (13.4),  which  was  the  lowest  on  record. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  i year  is  25,  being 
4 more  than  in  1912.  This  works  out  at  75.7  for  the  Infantile 
death  rate,  whereas  last  year  it  was  only  70.9,  also  the  lowest  on 
record. 

Table  II  gives  particulars  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  notified 
during  1913. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was  only  64,  as  against 
103  for  last  year.  They  consisted  of  6 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  18 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  3 cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  ii  cases  of  Erysipelas, 
21  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  5 cases  of  non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis. 

There  were  three  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  i death  from 
Enteric  Fever,  8 deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  i death 
from  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  the 
number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  go  down  from  22 
in  1912  to  9 in  1913.  This  marked  decline  in  the  death  rate  from 
Tuberculosis  is  probably  due  to  the  fine  climatic  conditions  of  1913, 
as  compared  with  those  of  1912.  It  is  too  soon,  I think,  to  e.xpect 
any  considerable  improvement  in  the  Tuberculosis  death  rate  from 
the  “ Sanatorium  Benefit  ” of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  as  so 
little  has  yet  been  done  beyond  sending  a few  early  cases  to  Sana- 
toria. The  campaign  against  Tuberculosis  is  only  in  its  initial 
stages,  and  little  progress  can  be  looked  for  till  the  County  Council 
has  inaugurated  its  complete  scheme  for  treating  all  cases  of 
Tuberculosis.  This  scheme  should  include  domiciliary  treatment, 
dispensary  treatment,  and  hospital  treatment,  supervised  more 
of  less  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer ; and  Sanatorium  treatment, 
controlled  by  a staff  of  Specialists.  Dr.  Newsholme,  in  his  42nd 
Annual  Report  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  says,  “ Every 
“ patient,  when  the  Tuberculosis  schemes  are  in  full  operation, 

“ will  be  entitled  to  treatment,  whether  his  illness  be  curable  or 
" not.  A local  Authority  undertaking  such  treatment  may  have 
“ regard  to  economy  ; but  on  the  merits,  this  must  not  be  secured 
“ at  the  expense  of  the  patient.  Considered  from  the  standpoint 
“ of  the  patient,  the  treatment  of  a considerable  proportion  of 
" Consumptives  in  residential  institutions  is  most  desirable.  This 
is  especially  true  for  patients  who  are  acutely  ill,  or  ill  with 
" advanced  disease,  and  who  cannot  be  satisfactorily  nursed  in 


“ their  own  homes.  ...  I wish,  therefore,  to  take  this  oppor- 
“ tunity  to  emphasise  the  fact  that  no  scheme  for  the  complete 
“ control  of  Tuberculosis  in  an  administrative  area  can  be  regarded 
“ as  satisfactory  which  does  not  make  provision,  on  a considerable 
“ scale,  for  the  institutional  treatment  of  advanced  cases  of  Con- 
“ sumption  beyond  what  in  most  areas  has  been  so  far  provided.” 
After  reading  these  weighty  words  you  will  see  why  it  is  I have 
urged  the  Bourne  Rural  District  Council  to  erect  a Tuberculosis 
pavilion  in  conjunction  with  the  proposed  Isolation  Hospital,  and 
thus  prove  once  more  that  we  are  a progressive  Council  in  matters 
concerning  the  public  health. 

The  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  more  numerous  in  1913  than 
in  1912.  They  were  distributed  amongst  the  four  Sub-districts 
as  follows  : 2 cases  in  the  Aslackby  District,  4 cases  in  the  Corby 
District,  12  cases  in  the  Deeping  District,  and  no  cases  in  the 
Bourne  District.  The  cases  in  the  Deeping  District  all  occurred 
in  Deeping  St.  James,  where  there  has  been  a regular  epidemic 
amongst  the  school  children.  Most  of  the  cases  were  removed  to 
hospital. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  6 in  number,  as  compared 
with  61  in  1912  ; i case  occurred  in  the  Aslackby  District,  i case 
in  the  Corby  District,  and  4 cases  in  the  Bourne  District. 

Of  the  3 cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  2 occurred  in  the  Aslackby 
District,  and  i in  the  Corby  District.  The  2 Aslackby  cases  were 
probably  contracted  abroad. 

The  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  distributed  as  follows  : — • 
3 in  the  Aslackby  District,  2 in  the  Bourne  District,  i in  the  Corby 
District,  and  5 in  the  Deeping  District. 

The  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  fairly  evenly  distributed, 
viz.  : 8 in  the  Aslackby  District,  7 in  the  Bourne  District,  4 in  the 
Corby  District,  and  7 in  the  Deeping  District. 

Table  III  gives  the  causes  and  ages  at  Death  during  1913. 

Cancer,  with  20  deaths,  again  forms  the  largest  group,  for 
although  Organic  Heart  Disease  is  credited  with  22  deaths,  some 
of  these  are  due  more  to  gradual  failure  of  the  heart  in  old  age 
than  to  actual  disease. 

The  deaths  from  Cancer  were  distributed  as  follows  : 4 in 
the  Aslackby  District,  4 in  the  Bourne  District,  3 in  the  Corby 
District,  and  9 in  the  Deeping  District — practically  the  same 
distribution  as  in  1912.  By  taking  the  numbers  for  the  last  7 years 
we  get  42  deaths  in  the  Aslackby  District,  43  deaths  in  the  Deeping 
District,  27  deaths  in  the  Bourne  District  (rural  portion),  and  only 
17  deaths  in  the  Corby  District.  Taking  the  populations  of  these 
Districts  as  3989  for  Aslackby,  2982  for  Bourne,  2825  for  Corby, 
and  3595  for  Deeping,  we  get  a death  rate  from  Cancer  in  these 
Districts  as  follows  : 1.5  for  Aslackby,  1.2  for  Bourne,  .8  for  Corby, 
and  1.7  for  Deeping.  It  would  appear  as  if  there  must  be  some 
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cause  at  work  in  the  low-lying  Districts  bordering  on  the  fens  that 
leads  to  a death  rate  from  Cancer  exactly  twice  as  heavy  as  in  the 
hilly  Corby  District,  whereas  the  Bourne  District  occupies  an 
intermediate  position,  both  in  its  Cancer  death  rate  and  its  height 
above  the  sea-level. 

Pneumonia  proved  fatal  in  14  cases,  as  compared  with 
13  cases  in  1912,  whereas  Bronchitis  caused  12  deaths  in  each  year. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  caused  8 deaths  compared  with 
17  deaths  in  1912. 

Bright’s  disease  was  responsible  for  7 deaths,  4 fewer  than 
in  1912. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  caused  6 deaths,  5 more  than  in  1912. 

There  were  9 violent  deaths  due  to  accident,  as  compared 
with  2 in  1912,  and  3 cases  of  suicide,  as  compared  with  i case  in 
1912. 

Influenza  caused  2 deaths,  measles  2 deaths,  and  Whooping 
Cough  3 deaths. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  therefore  i.i,  whereas  in  1912 
it  was  only  0.29. 

Table  IV  gives  the  Infantile  mortality  in  1913.  25  deaths 

occurred  in  children  under  i year,  whereas  only  21  cases  occurred 
in  1912,  giving  an  infantile  death  rate  of  75.7,  as  compared  with 
70.9  for  1912. 

Premature  Birth  accounted  for  8 deaths.  Marasmus  for 
3 deaths.  Convulsions,  Bronchitis,  and  Pneumonia  each  caused 
2 deaths,  whereas  Whooping  Cough,  Meningitis  (non-Tubercular), 
Diarrhoea,  Enteritis,  Gastritis,  and  Congenital  Malformation  each 
caused  i death. 

On  the  whole  these  tables  for  1913  are  very  satisfactory.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

INSPECTOR  of  NUISANCES. 

For  tKc  Year  ending  31st  December,  1913. 


To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bourne  Rural 

District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and  con- 
sideration my  Second  Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  in  the 
Sanitary  Department  with  regard  to  the  detection  and  suppression 
of  Nuisances  and  the  general  improvement  of  the  District. 

NUISANCES. 

During  the  year  526  notices  and  letters  for  the  abatement 
of  Nuisances  have  been  issued,  as  compared  with  450  in  the  previous 
year. 

Of  this  number  only  30  were  legal  notices,  and  from  this 
will  be  noted  that  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  Secure  the 
abatement  of  Nuisances  without  having  recourse  to  legal  proceed- 
ings, which  order  of  procedure,  I am  glad  to  say,  has  not  been 
necessary  during  the  past  year. 

1245  Nuisances,  effecting  no  less  than  268  houses,  have 
been  abated  during  the  year.  * 

Unfortunately  there  were  64  Nuisances  unable  to  be  remedied 
before  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  unabated  Nuisances  of  last  year  were  342.  This 
number  has  been  brought  down  to  153,  so  with  64  Nuisances 
left  on  the  books  this  year,  and  153  Nuisances  left  from  the  year 
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1912,  we  have  now  217  unabated  Nuisances  to  be  abated  during 
1914. 

Your  Council  has  taken  steps  to  deal  with  the  Nuisance 
issuing  from  the  outfalls  of  Sewers  at  Corby  Parish,  by  laying  500 
yards  of  6 inch  Sewer,  and  removing  the  outfall  farther  down  the 
River  Glen. 

This  is  certainly  a step  forward,  because  it  gives  facilities 
for  other  parts  of  the  Parish  to  be  drained  properly. 

Another  offensive  Nuisance  has  been  abolished  at  Pointon 
Parish  during  the  year.  276  yards  of  6 inch  Sewer  have  been 
inserted  into  the  highway  ditch  which  served  as  open  Sewer. 

There  is  also  another  improvement  contemplated  at  Pointon, 
namely,  to  extend  the  Sewer  outfall  some  30  yards,  and  thus  remove 
same  from  dwellings. 

Facilities  are  now  offered  to  Aslackby  to  connect  up  to  the 
Sewer,  which  has  been  reconstructed  for  70  yards,  with  12  inch 
pipes. 

Scottlethorpe  has  been  Sewered  to  the  extent  of  495  yards 
with  12  inch  and  9 inch  Sanitary  pipes. 

Carlby  has  removed  a few  Nuisances  by  the  construction 
of  127  yards  of  4 inch  Sewer  and  120  yards  of  12  inch  Sanitary 
piping. 

Thurlby.  Sewer  outfalls  still  remains  a Nuisance,  and  calls 
for  immediate  attention. 

Langtoft  open  Sewer  has  not  been  dealt  with,  and  is  not 
only  a Nuisance,  but  a source  of  danger  to  the  public. 

The  outfall  of  Sewer  at  Horsegate,  Deeping  St.  James,  is  still 
very  offensive. 

The  tabulated  column  at  the  end  of  the  Report  reveals  a 
lower  number  of  offensive  accumulations  than  last  year,  no  doubt 
due  to  the  fact  that  you  have  the  House  Refuse  Removal  Carts  at 
work  in  the  three  biggest  Parishes  in  your  District ; also  the  fact 
that  this  year  over  100  offensive  and  insanitary  Privy  Middens 
were  abolished,  hence  the  fruitful  sources  of  infection  numbers 
have  been  lowered ; but  we  shall  always  have  some  of  these  offensive 
accumulations  to  deal  with  unless  the  Council  decide  in  favour  of 
the  Refuse  Cart,  and  see  that  they  are  removed.  There  are  cottages 
in  almost  all  the  Parishes  where  there  is  scarcely  any  land  at  all, 
and  they  cannot  always  get  a cart  to  remove  their  refuse  and  the 
contents  of  their  privies.  I believe,  after  the  examination  of  the 
figures,  and  the  few  facts  I have  endeavoured  to  demonstrate  to 
you,  your  Council  will  see  that  there  is  great  need  to  deal  with  the 
outstanding  Nuisances.  Much  has  been  done  in  the  abatement  of 
House  Nuisances,  but  the  great  underlying  principles  of  Sanitation — 
such  as  Scavenging,  Water  Supplies,  Drainage,  and  Sewage  Disposal, 
with  the  proper  treatment  thereof,  must  surely  need  your  con- 
sideration in  the  near  future. 
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HOUSE  DRAINAGE.  AND  SANITARY  ARRANGEMENTS. 

There  have  been  during  the  year  43  Drains  reconstructed, 
and  1 18  new  Drains  have  been  inserted. 

In  connection  with  the  above  Drains,  28  Inspection  Chambers 
have  been  constructed,  and  this  will  greatly  facilitate  the  work 
of  inspecting  and  testing  in  the  future. 

You  will  note  also  that  2 Water  Closets  have  been  installed 
during  the  year,  also  i Bath  has  been  fixed. 

There  have  also  been  2 Septic  Tanks  and  continuous 
Percolating  Filters  fixed  in  the  District  for  two  large  houses.  These 
installations  are  excellent  methods  of  treating  Sewage  of  large 
houses,  where  there  is  no  Sewer  to  which  the  Drains  can  be 
connected. 

During  the  year  8 Sinks  have  been  inserted  with  properly 
trapped  sink  wastes,  as  per  Bye-laws. 

Corby. — 500  yards  of  6 inch  Sewer  has  been  laid  during  the 

year. 

PoiNTON. — 276  yards  of  6 inch  Sewer  has  been  added  to  the 
present  Sewer  during  the  year. 

Aslackby. — Sewer  has  been  reconstructed  for  70  yards  with 
12  inch  pipes. 

ScoTTLETHORPE. — This  Parish  has  been  drained  to  the 
extent  of  495  yards,  partly  12  inch  and  9 inch  pipes. 

Carlby. — The  Drain  from  Council  Houses  forms  a Sewer 
to  the  extent  of  127  yards  of  4 inch  pipes,  and  toward  the  outfall 
of  Sewer  120  yards  of  12  inch  pipes  have  been  laid  during  the  year. 

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT,  1909. 

In  accordance  with  Section  17  of  the  above  Act,  considerable 
amount  of  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  Inspection  of  Houses,  and 
302  Houses  have  been  thoroughly  examined  during  the  year. 

18  Closing  Orders  have  been  issued  during  the  year,  and  in 
two  instances  owners  have  voluntarily  closed 'their  cottages. 

There  have  been  ii  Notices  served  under  Section  15  of  the 
above  Act,  to  enforce  repairs  to  be  done. 

Only  I Demolition  Order  has  been  issued  during  the  year. 

Your  Council  has  been  active  in  making  provision  for 
Workmen’s  Dwellings. 

Public  inquiries  having  been  held  for  22  more  Workmen’s 
Dwellings,  which  brings  the  total  of  new  Workmen’s  Dwellings 
up  to  78,  which  speaks  well  for  your  Council  in  this  particular 
and  very  necessary  work. 

These  cottages  will  prove  a great  convenience  in  the  parts 
of  your  District  where  erected. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  has  been  much  discussion  in  connection  with  the 
Water  Supply  for  Castle  Bytham,  but  up  to  the  end  of  the  year 
the  scheme  was  still  in  the  making. 

The  new  scheme  for  supplying  Baston  Parish  with  water 
was  not  brought  before  the  Council,  but  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Engineer. 

Deeping  St.  James  Water  Supply  has  been  left  over  for  the 
Parish  Council  to  deal  with,  and  to  report  to  the  District  Council. 

During  the  year  Swayfield  School  and  School  House  have 
had  a supply  of  water  laid  on.

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  ETC. 

This  part  of  my  Report  is  very  encouraging  indeed,  on 
account  of  the  amount  of  progress  made  during  the  year. 

There  are  now  41  Purveyors  of  Milk  in  your  District,  an 
increase  of  5 on  last  year. 

To  these  Cowsheds  and  Dairies,  245  visits  of  Inspection 
have  been  made  during  the  year. 

There  is  a marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of  your 
Cowsheds  in  your  District. 

During  the  year  ii  Cowsheds  have  been  entirely  remodelled 
and  brought  up  to  date  from  a sanitary  point  of  view. 

There  have  also  been  3 new  Cowsheds  erected  this  year, 
these  being  built  on  the  most  modern  principles. 

This  is  very  gratifying,  because  the  whole  work  done  has 
been  done  with  very  little  friction,  the  purveyors,  generally,  seeing 
the  advantages  of  a good  sanitary  Cowshed  and  Dairy.

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PETROLEUM  ACT. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  8 in  the  number  of  Licences 
taken  out  under  the  above  Act,  and  there  are  now  7 combined 
Petrol  and  Calcium  of  Carbide  Licences.  17  for  Calcium  of 
Caxbide  single  Licences,  3 Petrol  Licences,  i combined  for  Calcium 
of  Carbide  and  Benzol  Licences,  and  i for  Benzol  alone.  The 
total  amounting  to  29  Licences,  an  increase  of  8 Licences  on  the 
previous  year. 

These  Licences  provide  for  the  storage  of  3,548  gallons  of 
Petrol,  and  3^  tons  of  Calcium  of  Carbide. 

Periodical  Inspections,  numbering  32,  have  been  made  during 
the  year,  and  no  serious  infringements  of  the  regulations  have  been 
met  with. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  thank  the  Council,  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  and  other  officials,  for  their  courtesy  and  support  in  the 
performance  of  my  duties.

NOTES  TO  TABLE  I. 


This  Table  is  arranged  to  show  the  gross  births  and  deaths  in  the  district,  and  the  births 
and  deaths  properly  belon^ng  to  it  with  the  corresponding  rates.  For  years  before  ion  some  ot  the 
corrected  rates  probably  wU  not  be  available.  The  rates  should  be  calculated  per  looo  of  the  estimated 
gross  population.  In  a district  in  which  large  Public  Institutions  for  the  sick  or  infirm  seriously  affect 
the  statistics,  the  rates  in  Columns  5 and  13  may  be  calculated  on  a nett  population,  obtained  by 
deducting  from  the  estimated  gross  population  the  average  number  of  inmates  not  belonging  to  the 
district  in  such  Institutions. 

In  Column  6 are  to  be  included  the  whole  of  the  deaths  registered  during  the  year  as  having 
actually  occurred  within  the  district. 

In  Column  12  is  to  be  entered  the  number  in  Column  6,  corrected  by  subtraction  of  the 
number  in  Column  8,  and  by  addition  of  the  number  in  Column  9.  Deaths  in  Column  10  are  to  be 
similarly  corrected  b}’'  subtraction  of  the  deaths  under  i,  included  in  the  number  given  in  Column  8,  and 
by  addition  of  the  deaths  under  i included  in  the  number  given  in  Column  9. 

“ Transferable  Deaths  ” are  deaths  of  persons  who,  having  a fixed  or  usual  residence  in  England  or 
Wales,  die  in  a district  other  than  that  in  which  they  resided.  The  deaths  of  persons  without  fixed  or 
usual  residence,  e.%.y  casuals,  must  not  be  included  in  Columns  8 or  9,  except  in  certain  instances  under 
3 (6)  below'.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  state  in  Column  8 the  number  of  transferable  deaths  of 
“ non-residents  ” w'hich  are  to  be  deducted,  and  will  state  in  Column  9 the  number  of  deaths  of  “residents” 
registered  outside  the  district  w'hich  are  to  be  added  in  calculating  the  nett  death-rate  of  his  district. 

The  following  special  cases  arise  as  to  Transferable  deaths  : — 

(1)  Persons  dying  in  Institutions  for  the  sick  or  infirm,  such  as  hospitals,  lunatic  asylums,  work- 
houses,  and  nursing  homes  (but  not  almshouses)  must  be  regarded  as  residents  of  the  district  in  which 
they  had  a fixed  or  usual  residence  at  the  time  of  admission.  If  the  person  dying  in  an  Institution  had 
no  fixed  residence  at  the  time  of  admission,  the  death  is  not  transferable.  If  the  patient  has  been  directly 
transferred  from  one  such  institution  to  another,  the  death  is  transferable  to  the  district  of  residence  at 
the  time  of  admission  to  the  first  Institution. 

(2)  The  deaths  of  infants  born  and  dying  within  a year  of  birth  in  an  Institution  to  which  the 
mother  w'as  admitted  for  her  confinement  should  be  referred  to  the  district  of  fixed  or  usual  residence  of 
the  parent. 

(3)  Deaths  from  Violence  are  to  be  referred  (a)  to  the  district  of  residence,  under  the  general  rule  ■ 

(b)  if  this  distnct  is  unknown,  or  the  deceased  had  no  fixed  abode,  to  the  district  where  the  accident 
occurred,  if  knovra  ; (c)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  death  occurred,  if  known  ; and  (d)  failin<^  this 
to  the  district  where  the  body  was  found.  ” ’
